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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This action is responsive to the communication filed 0 1/26/2009. 

Reasons For Allowance 

2. Claims 1, 2, and 1 1 hereinafter referred to as claims 1-3 are allowed. 

3. The Examiner has found that the prior art of record does not render obvious the claimed 
limitations in combination with the specific added limitations as recited in independent claims 
and subsequent dependent claims. 

One such prior art of record is a U.S. Publication 200200174255 Al to Hayter teaches a 
packet processing system comprising a processor, a cache, a memory controller and at least one 
packet interface circuit integrated into a single circuit. The packet interface circuit is configured 
to cause allocation in the cache of a portion of a received packet. In one embodiment, the 
memory controller may be configured to selectively block memory transactions. Particularly, the 
memory controller may implement at least two block signals, one for the packet interface circuit 
and one for other devices. 

A second prior art of record Mann, U.S. Patent No, 6,094,729 teaches an in-circuit and 
software debug are included in a processor via a debug interface that interfaces a target processor 
to a host system. 

However, none of the prior art of record provides rationale individually or in combination 
the limitation of at least "an interface for a network device and a CPU, with the interface 
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including shared memory comprising: a Rx buffer pool, maintained in the shared memory and 
which is write -only by the CPU and read-only by the device, comprising a plurality of buffer 
pool entries, each entry holding an address and length value of a scatter-gather buffer; a transmit 
FIFO pool which is write-only by the CPU and read-only by the device, with each FIFO pool 
entry holding a buffer length, start field, end field, and buffer address field; a status ring, 
maintained in shared memory, separate from the Rx buffer pool and transmit FIFO pool, and 
which is read-only by the CPU and write-only by the device, with each status ring entry holding 
status information written by the device and a toggle bit which holds a value which is changed 
by the device each time the device accesses the status ring; and a private memory, accessible 
only by the CPU, with the private memory holding a shadow copy of the scatter/gather buffers, 
in software-friendly form, included in the received buffer pool and a shadow count of the number 
of available Tx FIFO entries.", as in claim 1.
